LAND OF THE FEARFUL 

Trump’s crackdown has led to wild rumors 
of immigration raids 


A S immigration agents do their 
regular work in sanctuary cities 
on edge over the White House’s 
policies, their presence has been 
subject to speculation and suspicion. 

Last month, ICE agents spotted on Lake 
Street kicked off volleys of Facebook warn¬ 
ings of a crackdown that wasn’t happening. 
On March 8, two arrests that occurred near 
a daycare fueled accusations that ICE was 
targeting peaceable parents. 

In an email sent after the arrests, the Rev. 
Kevin McDonough of Incarnation Catholic 
Church in Minneapolis wrote, ‘We are just 
learning now that the Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement people set up a net 
around a daycare on Lake Street Wednesday 
morning. Before 7 a.m. they grabbed enough 
undocumented people to fill two vans.” 
ICE gave a very different version of events. 
Spokesman Shawn Neudauer said agents 
were tryingto find aknown illegal immigrant 


with a criminal record when a man backed 
his car into one of their parked vehicles. An 
officer questioned the driver, who admitted 
he was in the United States illegally. 

The officer arrested the man. But before 
he was taken away, the man asked if he 
could pick up his passport and drop his keys 
off at a nearby house. The officer agreed. 

After they parked in front of the house 
that the detainee pointed out, another car 
carryingahusband and wife and their 8-year- 
old son pulled up to the officers. 

The wife, “without any provocation,” 
started yelling at officers, while the husband 
“kept moving the gear shift from park to 
drive while the officers were on foot around 
the vehicle,” Neudauer said. 

After questioning, officers arrested the 
husband and released the wife, who was 
several months pregnant. The husband was 
later found to have committed no crimes in 
the US. besides illegally entry, but he did

omit having been deported once before. 

“Honestly, had she had been cool about 
it, had she just said, ‘Yeah, we’re here to 
drop our son off at his daycare provider,’ I 
think the officers probably would have just 
left. We don’t do enforcement at sensitive 
locations like a daycare or a school or a 
church,” Neudauer said. 

He also said ICE didn’t know they were 
workingnear a daycare, which is unlicensed. 

Last week. Rev. McDonough clarified 
his initial statements. “It does not appear 
to be true (as I thought) that ICE ‘put up a 


net’ around a daycare,” he wrote. “Rather, 
ICE personnel were seizing a person in a 
nearby home. Our friends had the bad luck 
to pull up very close to the ICE vehicle as 
[the husband] and his wife were getting 
ready to drop off a child at an informal 
babysitting-home. I understand that the 
ICE people had just had a tense confronta¬ 
tion in making the planned seizure. That 
tension seems to have carried over.” 

McDonough said that the stress of the 
arrest caused the woman to lose her baby.

Hunger Games 

While Wayne Kostroski’s charity thrives, 

his workers complain of poor wages and anti-union harassment 


eople don’t just like Wayne 
Kostroski. They admire him. 

Midway through a successful 
career as an owner of popular 
restaurants like Tejas, Goodfellow’s, and 
Figlio’s, Kostroski caught the philanthropy 
bug. During the 1992 Super Bowl in Min¬ 
neapolis, he organized a fundraiser, inviting 
some of the best chefs in the country to 
throw a wine-and-dine benefit, with the 
money going toward alleviating hunger. 

“Taste of the NFL” was born. On the 
eve of this year’s Super Bowl in Houston, 
Kostroski hosted his 26th star-laden gala, 
featuring Olympic heroes Carl Lewis and 
Simone Biles, the reigning Miss America, 
and a roster of NFL players. 

These days, Kostroski’s lauded Twin Cit¬ 
ies restaurants are closed, but his charity 
keeps him rubbing elbows with celebrity 
chefs like Bobby Flay. 

He’s also owner of Franklin Street Bakery, 
which operates 24 hours a day, warming 
buns and loaves that’ll be loaded onto Sysco 
and US Foods trucks and re-sold in 17 states. 

Business is humming along, though not 
every baker feels like whistling while she 
works. Last spring, workers reached out to 
the Bakery, Confectionary, Tobacco Work¬ 
ers and Crain Millers union. Some believe 
they’re underpaid and say they get just six 
paid days off all year. 

Not long after, Rosa Baires, who’d signed 
a petition in favor of unionizing, took time 
away from work to attend an ex-husband’s 
hmeral. When she reported back, Baires was 
told the bakery no longer needed her. Maria 
Mendiola claims she was fired for “poor job 
attendance,” though she said employees 


who hadn’t signed a unionizing petition 
“are not receiving similar discipline.” 

These were among about 50 alleged 
violations filed with the National Labor 
Relations Board (NLRB). Some workers 
said theyd been interrogated about their 
union support and felt threatened. 

Through the NLRB, the two sides reached 
an agreement. Baires and Mendiola will 
receive about $7,400 and $12,600 inbackpay, 
respectively, and can re-apply for their jobs. 

The bakery also agreed to a raft of con¬ 
cessions: Management will not “make it 
appear we are watching out for your union 
activities” or make workers speak English 
to convince employees to stop talking about 
unions. Managers pledged not to call anyone 
a “rabble rouser” or a “liar” for organizing. 

The irony of Kostroski’s nonprofit ven¬ 
ture and his for-profit behavior is not lost 
on workers. On February 4, the same day 
Kostroski threw his Taste of the NFL event 
in Houston, employees and activists held 
a “Taste of Justice” rally for their cause. 

Kostroski is “flabbergasted” that anyone 
would conflate his good work with the Taste 
of the NFL and his bakery business. 

He claims the NLRB settlement is full of 
“inaccuracies,” though he won’t say what 
they are. But a review of tax documents 
reveals Kostroski’s nonprofit and his private 
interests are not all that separate. 

Year after year. Taste of the NFL has 
devoted a significant chunk of its expenses 
to Cuisine Concepts, Kostroski’s privately 
co-owned company, which “manages oper¬ 
ations for Taste of the NFL.” Nonprofit 
experts say funneling charity money to its 
leader’s private business raises a red flag. 


“Best practices is to avoid those kinds of 
circumstances,” says Jon Pratt, director 
of the Minnesota Council of Nonprofits. 

“Ideally,” says Kate Barr, director of the 
Nonprofits Assistance Fund, “there would 
be an absolute wall” between a charity CEO 
and the awarding of money to his own com¬ 
pany. At the least, it should only be made 
by fully informed board members. 

Frank Supovitz has been a Taste of the 
NFL board member since 2005, but he 
hasn’t heard any discussion of spending 
money with Kostroski’s company. 

“I’m not sure that that’s true,” he says. 
“If it is. I’m not aware of it.” 

Supovitz volunteers his time with Taste 
of the NFL, and says Kostroski “volunteers 
a heck of a lot of his time.” 

According to Kostroski, Taste of the NFL 
operates under “an agreement” made by the 
board 15 years ago to “cover the expenses that 
we volunteer, myself, my business partners, 
a number of other people, to have Taste of 
the NFL be able to raise money. And it’s all 
given away.” 

Not quite all of it. From 2010 through 
2014, the last year tax returns are publicly 
available. Taste of the NFL spent $954,000 
with Cuisine Concepts, Kostroski’s company. 
More than $1 million wenttoward marketing 
and “event planning.” Another $400,000 
wenttoward “entertainment,” and around 
$1.1 million was spent on “travel.” 

The charitys efforts, including at these 
lavish events, have raised more than $14 
million over those years, and it’s doled out a 
lot. The biggest recipient on its 2014 taxes 
is St. Marys Food Bank of Phoenix, which 
got $155,000 — about $5,000 less than was 



spent with Cuisine Concepts. 

That year. Taste of the NFL gave out 
$893,000 in grants, and spent another 
$840,000 on “management,” marketing, 
event planning, “office expenses,” advertis¬ 
ing, and “travel” ($266,000 in 12 months). 

That ratio risks a bad grade from the 
sticklers atCharity Watch, who start handing 
out C-minuses when charities devote 45 
percenter more of their outlay to “overhead.” 

Kostroski won’t explain those costs, pre¬ 
ferring to lambast a reporter for writing 
about them in the first place. 

He contends he hasn’t “taken a dime 
personally” from Taste of the NFL, which 
has “fed millions of people over the last 
27 years.” 

At one point, Kostroski warned, “be care¬ 
ful what you print,” adding, “you better 
check all your facts.” 

Here’s one we can both agree on: Next 
year, a big, beautiful party will be held 
somewhere near US. Bank Stadium. A lot 
of money will be spent. Even more will be 
raised. A good chunk will go to food shelves. 

And the workers at Franklin Street Bak¬ 
ery will only hope they never need such 
charity. 03

An exceedingly 
honest (and slightly 
unprofessional) love 
letter to teaching 

BY TOM RADEMACHER 

I Started teaching 11 years ago, walk¬ 
ing out of a college experience filled 
with hobbies like reading horrible 
found poems about tragic events. 
I landed my dream job in my first 
year, teaching at an arts magnet 
school full of weird kids with brilliant 
brains. 

I’d spent years writing essays no one 
would read and probingresearch that would 
never help me to get there, working and 
reflecting and dreaming of all the ways I 
was going to be one of those teachers: the 
natural and inspiring who wore stylish 
sport coats, whose classroom was a sacred 
space of literature, of rebellion, of learning. 

But nobody told me how hard it was going 
to be. The truth is, teaching is a goddamn 
shit-show, a goddamn glorious shit-show, 
even when it nearly kills you. 

So I wrote this book. It Won’t Be Easy: An 
Exceedingly Honest (and Slightly Unprofes¬ 
sional) Love Letter to Teaching, coming out 
April 25 on the University of Minnesota 
Press. It’s the book I wish someone had 
handed me when I was starting. Or maybe 
that time in my third year when I almost 
quit. Or the time that kid threatened to 
shoot me. 

The stories below are excerpts, picked 
to highlight just how hard it can be, and 
just how incredibly worth it teaching is. 

THE THREAT AGAINST ME 


O n Monday night I was sitting on my 
couch and watching some game. It 
was late and well past my bedtime 
when I got a call from my principal. He told 
me there had been a gun threat against the 
school. My name was mentioned. 

I hung up, opened another beer, went 
back to the game. My team won, so all things 
considered, it was a pretty good night. 

On Tuesday, they gathered staff and told 
everyone about the threat. The teachers 
who knew I was the target gave me weird 
looks throughout the meeting. They wanted 
to know about armed security and locked 
doors. When the meeting ended, I went 
down the block and bought myself a cookie. 
It was pretty good, still a little warm. 

On Friday, my principal said I had to 
decide if I wanted to press charges or not. 
I didn’t. 

He said I should read the email with the 
threat against me. It was pretty specific 
about the bullet caliber that was being

wished through my skull. The student 
said something about how it would be 
awesome if I got shot in the head. 

My principal asked me what I thought. I 
told him I disagreed and thought it would 
not be awesome at all if I got shot in the 
head. I left then, because it was lunchtime, 
and I had pizza. Also, I struggled to breathe 
and thought it would be a good day to go 
home and lie down, but I didn’t. 

No matter how much I liked to pretend

I probably hit 60 miles an hour before 
I left the parking lot. My colleagues ques¬ 
tioned, legitimately, whether or not I’d be 
back the next day.

(I’m going to go 
ahead and name that a Teacher Sandwich.)

it wasn’t a big deal, how much I tried to 
invalidate the threat, the intention of the 
student, and the ability of the student 
to carry out that threat, I was sincerely 
fucked with. 

On the same day the student made the 
original threat, he also said in a meeting that 
I was one of his favorite teachers, a “chill” 
guy. A week later, that student, banned 
from the premises, sent me a Facebook 
friend request. 

I’ve felt things like this before. Since 
we’re all filled with so much sloppy human 
emotion, and since school has us often 
careening off walls and into each other 
like a pinball machine with a few hundred 
balls going at once, things go wrong. 

There are times that people hate you, 
or at least act very convincingly like they 
hate you. You may find out because things 
are posted online, or a complaint is made, 
or, most often, because a student is looking 
you dead in the face and tells you they hate 
you. It doesn’t feel awesome. 

ICE CREAM, WHISKEY, 

ICE CREAM 


W hen school gets hard, more and 
more teachers seem to be sick, 
which means more sub jobs than 
subs, which means school gets even harder. 

One time, this meant combining my 
class with another for three days. I was 
left, woefully outnumbered, to do my best. 

The kids weren’t really that bad. The kids 
were kids, middle schoolers who talked a 
little too much and didn’t always stay on 
topic. And I could not handle it. 

My armor did not last three days. My 
armor did not last past lunch. By the third 
day, I quit. There was nothing, nothing in 
the world that was worth putting up with 
the awful things about teaching. 

What pushed me over? A kid told me 
to “chill out.” Chill out? Did he see what I 
was going through? Kids who forgot their 
pencil again. Kids talking during the movie. 


I told my wife about all the awful things 
that happened that day, and she did her 
best to not make a face that said, “That 
doesn’t really seem like that big of a deal,” 
which made me think about how maybe 
some of those things weren’t a big deal. 

The next day at school, a student found 
me in the hallway and handed me a wrist¬ 
band that said “Rad” on it. She found it 
at the bus stop. As I walked into class, a 
student saw it and asked where I got it. 
“Jess found it at the bus stop.” 

“A bus stop? Dude, gross. It probably 
has hooker spit all over it.” 

I don’t appreciate the disparaging of sex 
workers, but something about the specific¬ 
ity and the surprise of hearing the phrase 
“hooker spit” made me completely lose it. 
In a good way. 

Because kids are amazing and awful and 
hilarious. I know that. And I forget that. 
And they remind me. And then I’m back in. 

YOUR BACKPACK 
SMELLS LIKE PHISH 


W hen I taught eighth grade, I often 
organized the graduation cel¬ 
ebration. There was an hour-long 
arts performance, speeches, diplomas. 
There was a choir, a band, an orchestra. 
There was a reception with cake, powdered 
lemonade in giant orange coolers, three 
million pictures, and seven million side 
hugs. There was honest-to-god sobbing. 

In exchange for organizing, I was often 
allowed the privilege of avoiding some end- 
of-the-year stuff I’d rather not do, like watch 
musicals. I have never watched a musical 
— performed by kids or adults — and not 
wanted it to end. 

So near the end of one year, the students 
were staging the modern retelling of some 
story I didn’t care about an 5 rway. I got to 
sit in the hallway. 

As I was shepherdingkids into the theater, 
I grabbed a couple of backpacks, backpacks 
being the harbingers of hot Cheetos and 
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cell phones and all other things that get 
in the way of sincere art. 

I sat on the floor with a laptop and started 
some comparison sheet-cake shopping for 
the graduation. I noticed a distinct smell 
coming from the backpack next to me. 
The smell, most familiar from my days 
going to Phish shows (I don’t want to talk 
about it), and from the moments just before 
my friend got kicked out of our freshman 
dorm (he’d rather I not talk about it), was 
unmistakably illegal. 

I grabbed the bag and went to the office. 
‘T’m about to find some weed,” I told our 
assistant principal, ‘'and I’d rather not find 
it alone.” 

Weed was found, and the student was 
retrieved from the play. Bringing the bag 
to the office removed me from responsibil¬ 
ity, which was nice, but also removed me 
from control over what happened next. 

While sitting in the office, the student 
was grilled (with real, actual anger and 
scariness) by an administrator who seemed 
intent on cracking a drug ring that did not 
exist. She kept signaling me to join in on 
the berating, and I tried to speak up in 
defense of the kid. Way too late. 

The cops were called and they did some 
more scary yelling. The kid was sent home. 
He would not be allowed back in our build¬ 
ing. Ever. 

We were three weeks from the end of 
school. This student would simply be con¬ 
sidered finished with middle school and 
sent on his way. He would not be welcome 
for graduation, for the final dance, for any 
of the final arts performances. 

Other teachers and I threw fits, tried to 
at least let the kid at come to the gradua¬ 
tion. Nope. As a fruitless show of protest, 
we read his name at graduation after being 
told not to. 

It was bullshit. And I felt like it was my 
fault. 

Tm still not sure what I should have 
done differently. For a moment, I thought 
it would have been relatively amusing to 
take the weed and flush it, but not say a 
word. He would know I knew, and I would

know he knew that I knew, but we would 
leave it at that. I’m pretty sure I could get 
fired for that, though, and also pretty sure 
I should be fired for that, so it’s a less-than- 
perfect option. 

I thought about different administrators 
I could have taken the bag to, people who 
may have handled it differently, or ways 
I could have tried to keep the cops out of 
it. I could have just ignored it. 

Tm not sure what’s right. I’m not sure 
what I would do now. My best guess is 
that I would just let it go. 

SOMETIMES “BITCH”

U itch.” 

This was the intro to the 
term dehumanization for my 
10th graders. 

We were reading a short story by Chi- 
mamanda Ngozi Adichie about two women, 
a Christian and a Muslim, trapped in a room 
during a religious riot. Dehumanization 
is the type of concept that takes months 
to really land with students. I wanted the 
kids to kick around the idea of humanity, 
of what it means to be recognized as fully 
human, and the way that humanity can 
be minimized, dismissed, or removed. It 
is many big thoughts. 

After giving a very simple definition of 
dehumanization, I opened the floor for 
examples. 

“The Holocaust.” 

Yep. That’s always the first example. It 
gives me a chance to say my thing, which 
is, “No human has ever purposely hurt 
another human.” Which is to say, for any 
of the harms in human history to have 
occurred, someone had to be viewed as 
less than human. 

ITs something I throw out over and over, 
because I think iTs the smartest thing I say. 

Then there’s a pause. “Bitch.” 
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Bitch is almost always the second exam¬ 
ple students come up with. Their why is 
almost always the same too: ‘'Because it 
means female dog.” (See? Because dogs 
aren’t human.) 

I often let kids kick and claw their way 
through bitch for a while. They figure out 
that when someone is called abitch, it really 
has nothing to do with dogs. And they come 
with some really interesting definitions. 

One group arrived at “an un-ideal 
woman.” Another expanded that to “an 
un-ideal person of your gender,” which is 
kick-a-chair insightful. This year a student 
said, “A woman who isn’t acting like a man

wants her to.” 

Bam. Kids are smart. 

But those come at the ends of long 
conversations. On this day the conversa¬ 
tion took a sharp turn, into the “I don’t 
think people should be offended by that” 
discussion. That line is often pushed by a 
person sitting in privilege, and is a neces¬ 
sary piece in unearthing the difference 
between speaking to people and speaking 
for people. 

But when it’s said by someone named 
something like Jiggy or Boff — someone 
you’d call the sidekick in an ’80s movie — I 
didn’t feel like I had that kind of time. So 
I did something dumb. 

This student, sure of his world-dominat¬ 
ing brilliance in away males often seem to 
be (cough-me-cough), began to speak for 
the womeninthe room, explainingthatthey 
shouldn’t be offended by the word bitch. 

Another student, Liz, fierce and well- 
armed in a way that females have to be 
(though never are in the movies that dudes 
like Jiggy are in), let him have it, calling 
him out on his privilege, on the misogyny 
implicit in a man telling women what they 
should think and why. 

“You both have good points,” I said, “and 
both should listen to each other, and I totally 
get how it seems like the intent of what 
you say should matter and be important, 
and there are totally situations where bitch 
is used where it is acceptable, and a really 


nuanced conversation about this would 
allow for our ability to see things differ¬ 
ently, and really all this needs to be later, 
later, and we’ll get there, I promise, but 
we can’t get there now, but sometime, for 
sure, we’ll get there.” 

So essentially I said: “Wordsy words 
words, boys get to say what they want, 
angry girls get shut down, I’m important, 
blahblahblah, look at my stupid sport coat.” 

I know all this because Liz and I both 
calmed down enough to talk in the hallway. 
“You’re supposed to be the teacher who 
doesn’t do that and you did that,” she said. 
“You were silencing my justifiable anger 
in favor of the comfort of the kid who just 
said a bunch of offensive shit.” 

She was super right, and I was being an 
asshole. I let her know by saying, “You’re 
super right, and I’m being an asshole.” 

Sometimes I swear at school and nothing 
bursts into flames. 

It turned out that Liz had seen a lot of 
things along the way, things I had screwed 
up, things that had centered male voices in 
the room and allowed some pretty awful 
things to be said in the name of honoring 
perspectives. 

She had let a lot of them slide, or rather 
swallowed them and let me keep thinking 
I was being super great when I was really 
perpetuating a lot stuff I thought I was 
working against. I was the best bet she had 
during her day, and she had been burned. 

She let it all out there in the hallway. 
She cut me off at the knees and told me 
that I thought I had this radically social 
justice classroom when, really, I just used 
the words a lot. 

Then she said, “Okay. Thanks for listen¬ 
ing to that,” and left. 

THE GATORADE 
THREATENS US ALL 


O ne year, my school went through 
renovations in the “looks like a nice 
hotel” range. We were very protec¬ 
tive of our pretty new space, and there was 
no confusion that teachers were to be held 
personally (and spiritually) responsible 
for any stains that might develop in the 
course of housing hundreds of teenage 
bright ideas. 

So it was that I reacted strongly to a stu¬ 
dent bringing (gasp!) and opening (gasp! 
gasp!) an energy drink (ick, but whatever!) 
in my class. 

If I remember correctly, I walked up to 
him, snatched the drink from his hand, and 
told him Td be throwing it out as soon as I 
could find a trash can. (It’s the little things 
that get missed in renovations.) 

His response was stronger than my 
response and involved some very gra¬ 
cious (if strongly delivered) invitations 
to a power battle along the lines of, “No 
you fucking won’t.” 

So, you know, things were going great. 
We went back and forth in front of the 
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class for two or three comments 
before the first day of teacher 
school training kicked into gear, 
and I thought that, just maybe 
kinda, it was a bad idea to be doing 
this in front of an entire classroom. 

I told the student to wait for me 
outside, and he offered another 
gracious, tempting invitation: ‘'I’ll 
just go to the office.” 

I hate sending kids to the office. 

In the moment, I had trouble 
remembering why I hate sending 
kids to the office. Doing so would 
have meant the end of a conflict, 
a quieter classroom, and an angry 
student who was someone else’s 
problem. 

Then I remembered, for all 
those reasons, and for the fact 
that it sets up a really screwy 
power-discipline dynamic that 
I don’t like, I don’t send kids to the 
office unless violence is involved 
or threatened. 

He stood in the hallway for the 
minute it took me to get the class 
directed on whatever we were working 
on next, and holy shit, you should’ve seen 
that kid’s face by the time I got out there. 

Had I been seeing straight, I would’ve 
seen a hundred interactions like this writ¬ 
ten on this kid’s face. I would have seen a 
history as a black male in schools full of 
teachers who didn’t trust and respect him in 
the automatic way they do the white girls. 

He was equal parts entirely unsurprised 
and furious and humiliated. Had I been 
seeing straight, I would have recognized 
that. But in that moment, and with that 
kid, and on that day, I made it all about me. 

My half-yelling at a kid who wanted to 
punch me or cry or both started with my 
telling him all the ways that he was wrong. 
At some point, Tm pretty sure I pointed to 
a couch and said that it was worth $3,000, 
and pointed to myself and said, “It’s my 
job to make sure that couch is this nice 
next year and five years from now.” Right, 
because that’s my job. 

I said the phrase, “We have a school to 
run here.” Jesus. 

Thank god I said that bullshit phrase. 
The bullshitt 5 mess of it snapped me out of 
the tirade I was on, reminded me that it 
was not in fact my job to protect furniture 
or to run the school, and most especially, it 
was not my job to make this kid feel awful. 

So I stopped. I took abreath. I apologized. 

You should’ve seen this kid’s face. I 
apologized for yelling, for attacking, and 
I apologized for not giving myself a chance 
to listen. I asked what was getting him 
so upset, what got him so upset in the 
classroom. 

It took a few minutes to bring him along 
on my sudden change of direction. The 
sheer tonnage of emotional momentum of 
a teenager is difficult to maneuver quickly. 
I made him sure that I wanted to really

hear what he had to say, made him sure 
that I wasn’t looking for another angle to 
yell at him. 

He told me I embarrassed him. Of course 
I did, and of course I didn’t realize it. 

Of course it was embarrassing to sit in 
class and have a teacher come and take a 
drink away from you, rub in the fact that 
there was nothinghe could do about it, make 
a fantastic display of who was powerful 
and who was not. What is more stupid- 
teachery than passing judgment or punish¬ 
ment on someone without giving them a 
chance to talk? 

This was my first year in high school, 
and it didn’t occur to me that the tough¬ 
looking black boy could be humiliated by 
some little thing (because of my own shitty 
anti-blackness, really, and some idea deep 
in my head — backed up by a bunch of 
research—that white people consider black 
people less able to feel pain). All these things 
fed that moment, and it’s hard as hell to 
admit it, and recognizing it doesn’t make 
it a single bit better or more excusable. 

It didn’t occur to me that thousands and 
thousands of these little humiliations were 
what made thisboy try to look and acttough. 
I knew these things, but knowing them at 
a workshop and using them in the hallway 
when someone told you to fuck off are two 
different things. 

Teaching well is a whole lot of thinking, 
and then thinking, and then gettingitwrong, 
and then reflecting, and then trying again. 
As a general rule, I make fewer mistakes 
when I remember that kids are people. 

He talked about how he felt in the class¬ 
room when I took his drink away, when I 
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talked to him like he was an awful kid for 
having a drink. I listened. I apologized for 
specific steps along the way so he knew 
I was serious (because ‘'I’m sorry you’re 
upset” never cuts it). 

I talked about a lot of good things I had 
seen from him that went by without com¬ 
ment the first time. He listened. He came 
back from the brink, and so did I. We left 
it somewhere around the neighborhood 
of, “Huh, that wasn’t the best. Let’s not 
do that again.” 

From that point forward, he went from a 
D to an A student, and I never had a single 
problem with him. In fact, he went on to 
be president of three colleges at once and 
discovered a hidden city of unicorns dur¬ 
ing a hospital-building charity trip to a 
continent he discovered. 

No. Not really. But most books and stories 
from people who have left teaching follow 
a pretty similar and ridiculous structure: 
(1) student is failing or struggling in some 
giant way and usually their parent has, like, 
been eaten by wolves or something on the 
kid’s birthday; (2) teacher says the exact 
right thing to the student; (3) student is all 
the way better forever and ever; 4) teacher 
never makes a mistake again. 

Actually, we had some problems here 
and there during the rest of the year, but 
nothing we couldn’t handle. He knew I 
respected him. I really respected him. I got 
respect back, and when I really needed to, 
I could get him to try harder on a paper or 
help another kid out. 

He was a 5 to 10 percent better student 
for me. I was a 5 to 10 percent better teacher 
for him. Better is better than worse. 

I QUIT, AGAIN 


I quit last week. I didn’t quit the time I had 
to break up three fights in one day. Nor 
the time a parent called to tell me she 
wasn’t sure her kid had learned anything 
in my class. Nor the time that one guy I 
worked with sent me a three-page email 
about all the things he thought I was doing 
wrong. Nor any of the next 20 times that 
same guy sent essentially that same email. 
Nor the time I switched to a new school 
and that same guy contacted a coworker 
to tell her to make my life hell that year. 
Nope. Kept wanting to quit, didn’t quit. 

Every time I’m about to quit, something 
amazing happens. Every time I’m so close 
to finding anything else to do all day, a 
student shows me why I need to stay. 

Last Tuesday, I was as close to quitting 
as I’ve ever been. I spent my prep hour 
updating my resume and scrolling through 
job listings for any job that would let me 
pee when I needed to. 

On Wednesday, I was reading an article 
with my class (“From Lynching Photos 
to Michael Brown’s Body: Commodify¬ 
ing Black Death”). At the end of the day 
one of my students took over our room. 
For 20 minutes, this student spoke truth 


about being a black male, about the fear 
and assumptions he feels increasingly as he 
gets older, about his passions to succeed, 
to “live greatness,” how often he is made 
to feel like shit, and how often he is told 
he isn’t shit. He spoke with anger, with 
pride, with intelligence and hope, and with 
a broad perspective and understanding 
of our world. 

It was, after a decade of teaching, among 
the most impressive things I’ve ever heard. 

After class, I sat in silence with my stu¬ 
dent-teacher. One of the most powerful 
and continual experiences as a teacher is 
to be really taught. No book, no training, 
no group has pushed me to grow more 
than my students have. Nothing has come 
close to the sense of awe, the inspiration, 
and the energy they give me. 

My job is at the front lines of everything 
fucked about our country. My students are 
parts of some of the most at-risk popula¬ 
tions in America, are living in systems that 
work to keep them poor and oppressed. I 
don’t jump to use words like oppression, 
but, shit, on so many days the word doesn’t 
seem strong enough. 

The truth is that I have gained so much 
from my students, and often because they 
are different from me. They make me and 
my life better. 

My students are beautiful, even when 
they’re being god-awful. My school is a 
place of such power and inspiration, and 
also the reason I think too much and sleep 
too little. A job that isn’t a roller coaster 
sounds nice, but incomplete. 

I’m staying. I’m starting over, ready to 
learn more and excited to teach again. 

I’m not staying because my kids need 
me. I’m not staying to save anyone. Any¬ 
one who thinks they need to save black 
kids doesn’t know enough black kids, or 
Native, or Latina/o, or immigrant kids. 

I’m staying for the honor of being there 
as they live greatness, for the honor of sup¬ 
porting when they need it and getting out 
of the way when they don’t. I’m staying 
so I can watch them change schools for 
the better, so I can see what great things 
the generation of teachers not raised on 
color blindness can do when they have 
classrooms, departments, schools all 
their own. 

I’m so tired and so full of energy. I am 
frustrated and inspired. I’m a teacher, and 
that is why I teach. 03

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THE WOMAN BEHIND THE TRAY 

Kim Laurent-Lusk reflects on 30 years as a server at the iconic CC Club

U ^ actually got bit by a woman 
I once.” 

I Kim Laurent-Lusk sits in a 
A booth at the CC Club, drinking a 
Kona brown ale and reminiscing about her 
30 years as a server at the Lyndale Avenue 
institution. Among the occasional but 
inevitable confrontations with customers, 
this one stood out. 

“She was a younger woman. She’d had 
too much to drink, she was probably on 
drugs. I tried to get her to leave, and 
in that process she bit my arm. Like, 
clamped down. Finally I got her contained 
and down on the floor; one of the other 
servers came over, and I said, 'Just get 
her out of here.’ I went up the bar, and 
I was shaking. I said, 'Can I have the 


rail vodka?’ I just put that vodka right 
on the bite to disinfect it. Then, I went 
back to work.” 

Slinging booze at the CC Club is not 
for the faint of heart — but it’s not for 
the small of heart, either. There have 
been ''way more good people than bad,” 
says Laurent-Lusk. ''There have been so 
many marriages out of this bar, it would 
blow your mind. I came here on my wed¬ 
ding night! My wedding was down at the 
VFW, and there was a parade all the way 
down from the VFW to the CC Club, me 
walking in my wedding dress.” 

To celebrate Laurent-Lusk’s three 
decades of service, the bar is throwing 
an anniversary party on Sunday, April 
30, with free appetizers and ''all kinds 
of drink specials” starting at 6 p.m. It 
has to start that early, she says, ''because 
there’ll be old-schoolers who’ll want to 


come in early, and then there’ll be the 
friends of mine and industry people who 
will come in late.” 

First, though, Laurent-Lusk is taking a 
few weeks off for a hip replacement — her 
second. The work has taken a physical 
toll, but Laurent-Lusk loves it too much 
to stop. Now 56, she walks her territory 
with a relaxed but purposeful gait. Her 
short red hair can be seen bobbing among 
the venue’s gen-X stalwarts and a new 
generation of young patrons seeking 
an oasis of authenticity in the rapidly 
gentrifying neighborhood. 

''Places are just becoming so cafeteria¬ 
looking,” Laurent-Lusk said. ''Lights 
are too bright. When people want to 
go to a bar, they just want to go to a bar. 
They want it to be dark, they want it to 
be comfortable, they want there to be 
music, they want friendly interaction.

There’s not a lot of places set up like 
that any more.” 

The CC Club has been attracting 
neighborhood newcomers since long 
before they were living in buildings 
with names like Lime, Blue, and Elan. 
''Everybody that came here back in the 
day,” remembers Laurent-Lusk, ''came 
from the suburbs! It’s the same thing 
that’s happening [today]. They want a 
place that’s not so generic. They want 
a place that’s their community.” 

Laurent-Lusk herself was a kid from 
the suburbs: Bloomington, to be exact. She 
moved to Uptown in 1979, and inevitably

found herself hanging out at the CC Club. 
In 1987, a job opened up and she made 
the move to the CC from Williams — a 
venue then serving as both a restaurant 
and a comedy club, where she rubbed 
elbows with the likes of Tom Arnold 
and Lizz Winstead. 

The drink preferences there, Laurent- 
Lusk remembers, were a little different. 
When CC Club co-owner Matt Chamer- 
nick asked if she had experience serving 
liquor, she said, ‘Tf you think that serving 
White Russians is cocktailing, then I’ve 
got experience.” 

The ’80s-era CC Club has since become 
legendary as a hangout for local musi¬ 
cians, but Laurent-Lusk says that as a 
young woman, 
she was more 
inclined to go to 
dance nights and 
national shows in 
First Ave’s Main- 
room than to hang 
out at the Entry 
and catch local 
bands. “I never 
understood [that] 
there was such 
an active local 
music scene, until 
they became my 
friends.” 

She’s served Paul Westerberg—whose 
Replacements song ‘'Here Comes a Regu¬ 
lar” is generally assumed to have been 
inspired by the CC — a few times, and 
said he was “amazing, always very polite.” 
The list goes on: “Gear Daddies. Run 
Westy Run. Soul Asylum. The Clams. 
Swingin’ Teens. Babes in Toyland. Too 
many bands to name.” 

Over the years, though, the buzz faded 
and the crowds dwindled. Before the 
French Meadow bought the CC Club 
in 2013, Laurent-Lusk remembers, the 
empty booths “got pretty scary.” Laurent- 
Lusk credits French Meadow owner Lynn 
Gordon with making some much-needed 
upgrades while not changing the bar’s 
essential character. 

“She got letters and emails from all 
over the country,” says Laurent-Lusk, 
“saying, don’t change it. She said, 'Okay, 
we’re going to leave it just the way it is,’ 
and that must have been a struggle for 
her, because financially, we were in a 
bad spot. We needed a lot of repairs. It 
cost them a fortune, but they had faith 
that it would turn around.” 

Now the bar is bumping again, and 
Laurent-Lusk has been pleased to see 
the clientele diversify. “It’s still predomi¬ 
nantly white, but not as much as it used 
to be,” she said. “I think that comes from 
the hip-hop scene, and I’m really happy 


about that. Hip-hop is a really big part 
of this bar now.” 

The CC Club is known today for its 
smoker-friendly patio, but before the 
2007 smoking ban, the whole bar used to 
be that way, Laurent-Lusk remembered. 
“Three ashtrays on every table. One night 
we decided that we would count all the 
empty packs that people left. It was 150, 
and that doesn’t count all the cigarette 
packs that walked out of here.” 

The bar’s received plenty of local and 
national media coverage over the years, 
and there’s a steady stream of tourists who 
make their way to the storied watering 
hole — but as celebrity sightings go, the 
CC hasn’t had anything as big as Lady 
Gaga’s 2010 visit 
to the Turf Club. 
Laurent-Lusk says 
she’s impressed 
enough when¬ 
ever rapper Sean 
Daley walks in. 
“He has a lot of 
charisma! I go to 
every Atmosphere 
show I can.” 

Serving hasn’t 
been the only 
career for Laurent- 
Lusk in the past 
30 years. “I never 
intended to stay,” she said. “I’ve always 
been working on other things. I managed 
a band [Pennyroyal], I’ve been a flight 
attendant, I’ve booked shows.” 

Beyond the economic incentives to stay, 
says Laurent-Lusk, “it just feels good” 
to be a CC Club server. “It’s hard work, 
but if I left, I think I’d really miss it.” 

While efficiency in taking and delivering 
orders is still the bottom line, Laurent- 
Lusk says to be successful as a CC Club 
server, you have to understand where you 
are. When you’re rattling off the pitcher 
specials beneath the bar’s iconic brown 
shingles, you’re part of something bigger. 

“I like to be part of the experience,” 
she said. “I like to make friends. I care 
about people. I enjoy them — for the most 
part. I’m the host of the party at every 
table, and that’s how I’ve always looked 
at being in the bar industry.” 

Initially, Laurent-Lusk dismissed 
her co-workers’ suggestions that the 
bar should celebrate her anniversary of 
employment — she thought they should 
wait until she retires, someday. 

“They said, 'Well, where are you going?’ 
I said, 'I don’t know. How long do you want 
me to stay, until I’m, like, 60?’ They’re 
like, 'Yeah, why not?’ So then that put it 
in my head: I guess I’m not going for a 
while, so we might as well have an anni¬ 
versary party.” 03

Kristen Stewart texts a ghost in Personal Shopper — need we say more?

L ate of Twilight and now a con¬ 
stant arthouse presence, Kristen 
Stewart has emerged these last 
few years as a rare talent who 
can compel simply by existing onscreen. 

If anything, given the more plot-heavy 
nature of her vampiric outings, there’s 
evidence to suggest an inverse relation¬ 
ship between how much she’s actually 
doing and how enjoyable it is to watch her. 

Olivier Assayas’ latest collaboration with 
the increasingly essential Stewart has her 
playing a Paris personal shopper — who 
moonlights as a medium. While attempt¬ 
ing to commune with the dead in a large, 
empty house one night, her Maureen quite 
literally sits in the dark staring at nothing 
for what feels like a long time. There’s just 


enough light to make out the expression 
on her face, and so little ambient noise 
you can hear yourself breathing. 

It’s one of those moments in which 
nothing happens but there’s a lot going 
on, and Stewart transfers whatever oth¬ 
erworldly energy she might be feeling 
onto us. Personal Shopper is a quiet movie, 
all the better for us to hear every creak¬ 
ing floorboard and let our minds follow 
sounds that might not be emanating from 
our realm. 

Maureen has a third, self-imposed job 
as well: waiting. Her twin brother died of 
a heart condition a few months prior, and 
now she’s living up to her end of an oath. 
As both siblings possessed this spiritual 
gift, they’d agreed that whoever outlived 
the other would wait to be contacted 
after the other had passed beyond the 


veil. Maureen has yet to hear from him 
at film’s beginning, which is only part 
of why she’s so uneasy — she also has 
the same health condition as her twin. 

Personal Shopper delights in text mes¬ 
sages, haute couture, and unfocused 
dread but features little in the way of 
traditional thriller plotting. Assayas, 
who previously directed Stewart in the 
even more accomplished Clouds ofSils 
Maria, devotes one lengthy passage to 
a train ride in and out of London that 
finds Maureen besieged by texts from 
someone who may or may not be dead. 
Naturally, she can’t help wondering 
whether the messages might be coming 
from her dearly departed sibling. (Though 
perhaps the most troubling mystery in 
the film, even more so than the central 
question of whether Maureen’s bro is

in fact reaching out to her, is why she 
puts a space before her question marks, 
eg. ‘'R u alive or dead ?”) 

This marks a change for Maureen, 
who’s less certain of the afterlife than 
her brother was. ‘T have to give his spirit, 
or whatever you want to call it, a chance 
to prove him right,” she explains to one 
skeptic. Taking a similar approach to the 
film will benefit viewers who are usually 
agnostic when it comes to this sort of 
material: Personal Shopper’s paranormal 
quality makes you want to reach out to 
it so that you too can feel what the other 
side might be like. 03

Theatre Coup d’Etat’s animal classes are wild

S everal adults are prowling through 
a field on all fours, growling and 
scuffling. If cops, patrolling a quiet 
residential neighborhood near Lake 
Calhoun, were to approach, ‘T just say the 
magic words: 'Acting class,’” says James 
Allen Stone. 

On a chilly October night, police take no 
notice as three students — Chelsea, Kevin, 
and lyler — flop down in the field. "Every¬ 
body sleep!” commands Stone. "Begin the 
process of connecting with your animal.” 

The students, all in about their mid- to 
late 20s, are dressed as if they’re going on 
a hike, except that they’re barefoot. lyler 
wears a T-shirt identifying himself as a 
Tough Mudder finisher. Chelsea and Kevin 
carry little stuffed animals about the size 
of Beanie Babies. 

"They make the babies by hand,” explains 
Stone. "Each one includes something pre¬ 
cious to them.” 

Stone has been teaching animal acting 


lessons for the past several years. The goal 
of his class, taught under the auspices of his 
company. Theatre Coup d’Etat, is to get stu¬ 
dents comfortable with physically inhabiting 
a character. If you can do a cougar, you can 
do Stanley Kowalski. "Animals don’t have 
time for ego or bullshit,” explains Stone. 

As animals, the actors have two goals 
they must accomplish. They have to drink, 
which requires coming out of the woods 
and into the middle of the field to cup a 
hand into a Rubbermaid bin containing 
water. They also have to eat, and their only 
source of "food” is one another. While eat¬ 
ing and drinking, they need to keep their 
babies safe. 

Kevin draws first blood. When Chelsea, 
playing a jaguar, goes back to the edge of 
the woods after coming into the open for 
a drink, Kevin (a tiger) is waiting for her. 
He pounces, the two roll together on the 
ground for a moment, and then, as sud¬ 
denly as it has begun, the fight is over. Kevin 
walks away, while Chelsea stays sprawled 
on the ground.

"Killing each other, that’s an honor 
system,” Stone explains. "If you get bit 
in the jugular, you go down.” After a few 
minutes. Stone whispers to Chelsea and 
she gets up again, creeping back into the 
underbrush. 

Eventually, Stone tells the students to 
drop back to sleep. "Leave everything here,” 
he says to the slumbering actors, referring 
to their psychological burdens. "Leave it 
with your animal. Thank your animal for 
taking this on.” 

The actors rise, themselves again, and 
hug. Stone dumps the remaining water from 
the Rubbermaid tub onto the grass, and 
everyone heads back to Stone’s apartment 
for a debriefing. 

"Performing is terrifying,” says Stone 
to his students, back at the apartment, as 
they crack open cans of Hamm’s. 'We just 
get better at being terrified.” BS

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ALEPPO CALLING 

An acclaimed Syrian-born electronic musician begins a new life in Minnesota

D ance music fans waiting for the 
start of a Hello Psychaleppo 
show don’t always know quite 
what to expect. Neither does 
the man behind the decks. 

Zimo, the 28-year-old Syrian-born 
producer who put together this wide- 
ranging dance music project, stands 
at the ready. He’s lined up a set list of 
traditional Arabic tracks, but only once 
his performance begins does he know 
what shape his mix will take. 

“I just become one with what I do. 
The songs are there but what I improvise 
with is the form, the solos, adding some 
synthesizing here and there,” says Zimo. 
‘'You feel very occupied with ever 5 d;hing 
that’s happening, because you are con¬ 
ducting an electronic orchestra.” 

Zimo manipulates older Arabic pop 
music to create something new and con¬ 


temporary. Some of his tracks, like “Fog 
Alghaim” and “Tarab Dub,” bend tradi¬ 
tional Arab voices to fit modern EDM 
grooves. At other times, as on “Flower 
Jam” and “The Gobble Wobble,” he plays 
with the tones of an older song until he’s 
created a new electronic beat. 

A Syrian refugee who found his way 
to Minneapolis, Samer Saem Eldahr — 
to use Zimo’s birth name — has always 
lived in a state of flux. As with his music, 
he’s never known what his next move 
would be until the moment demanded 
a decision. 

Zimo sits in Mapps Coffee & Tea on 
Minneapolis’ West Bank, his long curly 
hair pulled back in a messy bun, black- 
rimmed glasses perched on the bridge 
of his nose. As he talks about his music, 
his eyes light up and his hands dance 
across the table as though he’s behind 
the boards, explaining his art with sound. 
When he’s asked about his life before 


Minnesota, though, his eyes gaze off into 
the distance, perhaps glancing back over 
his life. 

“The worst thing for me is I don’t know 
if I’m going to get to have my parents 
come one day,” says Zimo. “And that’s 
kind of the only thing you want to do 
when you travel, is to be reunited with 
your family, especially when you’re their 
only child.” 

Raised in a traditional Muslim house¬ 
hold, Zimo graduated from the Univer¬ 
sity of Aleppo with a degree in fine arts, 
specializing in painting. He soon found 
that his country’s conservative values 
and pragmatic mindset didn’t make it 
the best climate for starting an artis¬ 
tic career, so he looked beyond Syrian 
borders for a place to exhibit his work. 

“Aleppo was pretty safe and stable, 
definitely, to a point where you’re like, T 
want to do something with my life,”’ says 
Zimo. “But then everything happened 


without anyone really planning for it.” 

What happened, of course, was an 
uprising in Syria that would spread from 
its 2011 beginnings to spark a full-fledged 
civil war, with Zimo’s hometown at its 
center. He left Aleppo in September 2012 
to set up an exhibition at a gallery in 
Beirut, planning to stay a month. Instead, 
conditions back home forced his parents 
to flee and join him in Lebanon. 

Here Zimo’s passion for music flour¬ 
ished. Growing up, he’d learned to love 
hard rock-bands like AC/DC, Metallica, 
and Iron Maiden from his uncle, who 
owned a record store, and from his older 
brother, Fadi, who died of cancer in 2003. 
It was Fadi who gave Zimo the childhood 
nickname that he’d adopt as his profes¬ 
sional moniker. “I don’t know what it 
means,” Zimo says. “He passed away 
and took the meaning with him.” 

Zimo had played guitar and keyboard, 
even sang a little, in a few bands back 
in Allepo — “mostly rock covers and 
some originals,” he says. But in Lebanon, 
he not only continued playing rock, but 
started fiddling around with electronic 
music. Soon he had enough material to 
release on SoundCloud. 

It was all a happy accident, to hear 
Zimo tell it. “I never planned to become 
an artist or a musician, it’s just the way 
things happened,” he says. “I played a 
gig, then the next one, then I played with 
someone — it just built up.” 

And while his career was starting, the 
music scene throughout the Middle East 
was also taking off, with many new art¬ 
ists popping up all around the region, 
according to Zimo. “You didn’t see that 
before,” he says. “I think that a lot of 
that happened when the uprising every¬ 
where happened around the Middle East. 
Lots of people felt the need to express 
themselves.” 

After two years in Lebanon, Zimo met 
his wife, Jessica, a Minnesota native 
working overseas as a third-grade Eng¬ 
lish teacher. Then Lebanese regulations 
changed, and only those with work per¬ 
mits were allowed to stay. Zimo’s mother, 
who worked for an NGO researching crop 
growth, qualified for a permit, but as an 
artist and freelancer, Zimo had no such

luck. So in 2015 the happy couple packed 
their bags and headed for the Midwest, 
where Zimo secured a green card.
